Speight's Charge That Pardon 
Wat Promised For Money. 

TO INOKBASC THE B: CEHAM FUND 



Contribution of Eight Hundred Dol- 
lars to Aid Beckham's Election Is 
Said to Have Been Acceptable to 
Secure Pardon For Convlot Stn* 

fenced For Killing. 

Mayfleld, Ky., Oct 6.— Political cir- 
cles here have been stirred up greatly 
by the Hon. Jesso C. Spfight's chari.;!' 
that Governor Beckham agreed to par- 
don a eoBTlet In return for a contri- 
bution of |S00 to tho ( umpaign fund. 
Mr. Speight lives here and it is under- 
stood that bis allustion was to the 
catp of Samuel O. Chirk, who was con- 
vlLteU of killing S. U. Carney aud sen- 
tenced to ten years in prison. Both 
were prominent and popular citizens 
of Mayileld and the tragedy caused 
great excltemont hero. Clark ha.l 
Strong friends who went to work as 
soon as ha was convicted to obtain a 
pardon. One application at least was 
made to Qovernor Bradley, who d»- 
(lined to l.siiue the pardon. 

It has always been understood that 
Senator (?oel)el iiroinised the pardon in 
tbe event of bis elecUon as governor, 
but of course be had no opportunity 
to pass on tho caasi. 

It has always been understood also 
that Governor Beckham promised to 
pardon Clark within 15 days after his 
election In 19(10. He did not do so, and 
it was not until some months after 
bis election that a parole was issued 
to Clark, who at once moved out of 
tho state and is now living In Mls- 
aouri. There has always been more or 
leas gossip connected with Clark's 
parole. It is said that Ciovernor Beck- 
ham was taxed with failing to carry 
cut a solemn proiiiise lo pardon Clarl;, 
and that he defended himself by say- 
ing that be only promised that Clark 
should bs turned out of prison and 
that the parole met that promise by 
turning Clark out 

Those who seem to be in a position 
to know do not hesitate to say that 
there was quite a sum of money raised 
to procure Clark's release. Tbe 
amount, it is said, was orlginnlly 
11,^, and it was l^ept together for 
more than a year in the effort to free 
him. What became of the monpy Is 
the thing that is ilifflcult to iliscover. 

Captain Spt-ight's charge has blarti d 
gosiiip afresh. The Hon. Sam L'nis.s- 
land declared at Clinton in a spet-cb 
Monday that Sam Norman, of this 
county, had declared that Captain 
Speight could not prove his charge by 
blm (Norman). ' Norman was assist- 
ant secretary of state under Brown's 
administration, was once warden of 
the Frankfort penitentiary and sheriff 
of this county. He was, and Is, a de- 
voted friend of Clark'a and has Inter- 
ested himself in trying to gtt him 
pardoned. It la bellovad hat* that he 
will yet succeed, if he has not already 
succeeded. In having a full pardon 
granted. Clem J. Whltraore. of the 
Democratic state central committee, 
and Mr. W. S. Cook, the banker, were 
also active In the attampts to wA tht 
pardon that failed. 

The papers on file In the office of 
the prison board ^t Frankfort, while 
many In number, do not make a BtroiiK 
claim for Clark's parole. The paper 
most to be relied on, and the one 
which seems an Impartial statement of 
tho taets la tbe case, neither soliciting 
nor opposing the parole, is Judge J. B. 
Bobbins', who tried the case and who 
recently served as special Judge in the 
trial of Caleb Powers at Georgetown, 
under appointment of Governor Beck- 
ham. The statement of Judge Rob- 
bins summarises the ovldMMa glvan at 
tbe trial of Clarh. 

A friend of Oaptala Speight's aald 
that he had never declared that he 
relied on Sam Norman to prove his 
cbarg**. but had said only that he could 
prove it by good Democratic authority.
